True to the tradition of a fight­ 
ing man, the 59-year-old Johnson 
wrote his last column propped up 
in bed only yesterday. 
He had 
been ill for several months, pneu­ 
monia setting in last week. 
Intim ate of the nation’s great 
for years. Johnson's “drill ser­ 
geant's” speech was equaled only 
by the vitrol of his pungent pen. 
Many men high in public life felt 
the lash of his tongue and the bite 
of his columnar phrase-making, 
but none ever accused him of hit­ 
ting below the belt and moat of 
them remained his close personal 
friends while feuding with him 
publicly. 
This man who was to cover

MEASLES is a great spring 
disease. It is probably the most 
universal disease in the world. It 
is even more universal than preg­ 
nancy because it affects both sexes.

T he only serious cate* of measles 
are those which occur in institu­ 
tions where children are gathered 
together in groups, such as orphan 
asylums and boarding s.-hods. 
Tie had a terrible time with 
measles in the Army in ISI 7 end 
1918, because we didn't realize how 
cross infections modo serious com­ 
plication*. The serious complica­ 
tion of mealies is a broncho-pr.eu- 
monia which apparently comes 
from the inhalation of cough drop­ 
lets and sputum droplets from 
other measles patients. 
Measles begins as a coryza—in 
other words it comes like a com­ 
mon cold, a runny nose, red eyes, 
a cough and bronchitis, and it isn’t 
until four or five days that the 
eruption breaks out and the true 
nature of the condition it revealed. 
If the child is segregated at home 
in a room by itself from the very 
first period of infection, very few 
complications are likely to arise 
and th* disease will probably run 
a very mild course. In a certain 
number of cases an infection of the 
middle ear (otitis media) occurs, 
but this is not especially serious 
if properly treated. 
More Serious in Adults 
The reason that I believe that 
all children might just as well 
have measles to begin with is that 
when it affects adults, it is very 
serious. In our army experience 
we found that soldiers from the 
city were hardly ever affected, but 
when we got a naw draft of coun­ 
try boys, they came down with 
measles in large numbers and 
when they had to be treated in hos­ 
pital wards or in barracks, cross 
infection was very prevalent. 
Measles in adults can be very 
punting. I remember a patient, a 
nurse girl who came from a coun­ 
try district, who had nursed a 
child through mtasles and who 
was sent to me because eh# was 
supposed to have a cold. I exam­ 
ined her daily, was quite convinced

A cu tan ce Pledged 
The junior organization volun- j 
tardy decided to support the two j 
mill levy and voted unanimously i 
to assist in any way possible to I 
see that the levy was brought be- j 
fore the voters. Negotiations now 
are under w ay between com m it-1 
tees of the senior Chamber of 
Commerce and the council regard­ 
ing city receipts and expenditures 
and it is unlikely that any levy 
movement will begin until after 
such negotiations are completed, 
Lynch said. 
The Junior chamber 
will send representatives to the 
next joint session of the Chamber 
of

and

committees, which probably will 
bo held next week. 
In opening 
his discussion on 
city finances, Councilman Lynch 
pointed out to “Jaycee" members 
that he was not an official repre­ 
sentative of the council and there­ 
fore spoke for him self and not 
for the other members. 
He blamed a sizable share of 
the city’s financial difficulties to 
the policy of past councils of levy­ 
ing bond issues within the ten 
mill lim itation instead of asking 
for special levies outside the ten 
mills. 
Such a policy began, he 
said, when public works projects 
were being conducted on which 
the city was required to produce 
matching money before it could 
be granted state and federal aid. 
Now those bonds must be paid out 
of the city treasury before any 
money can be appropriated for 
any other purpose. 
Last year, ac­ 
cording to Lynch, the city paid 
off $18,000 of its bonded indebted­ 
ness. plus the interest. 
This Sep­ 
tember another $13,000 w ill fall 
due, and a sim ilar amount must 
be paid in 1943. 
The councilman discussed the 
possibility of refunding a portion 
of the bonds, which now is lawful 
under recent acts passed by the 
legislature, but he advised against 
such action, labeling it unbusi­ 
nesslike, since it w’ould only force 
the council into worse financial

Economics Noted 
Council has taken certain econ­ 
omy measures, reducing expenses 
at Memorial hall, the city building 
and cutting off the street lights, 
but those cuts will not be suffi­ 
cient to compensate for the con­ 
tinually mounting bills.
